AT THIS MORNING'S PRINCIPALS AND REGIONALS STAFF MEETING 
NAT DAVIS GAVE A RUNDOWN ON THE SITUATION IN NIGERIA

AMENDMENT 18 TO 6. H ESTIMATES THAT THE HOUSE WILL 
FINISH WITH IT BY AUGUST 1. SID SOBER BRIEFED US ON 
THE SITUATION IN INDIA, WHILE LOWENSTEIN 
REVIEWED THE CSCE TIMING PROBLEM. 

I MET WITH NAT DAVIS AND JENKINS OF H TO ASSURE THAT 
THEY WOULD GET A HANDLE ON THE MECHANICS OF THE ZAIRE 
ECONOMIC PACKAGE. OMB HAS BEEN NEGATIVE AT FIRST BLUSH, 
BUT WE MADE PROGRESS DURING THE DAY. 

PAPERS ARE BEING PREPARED FOR FORWARDING TO OMB 
SO THAT WE CAN START CONSULTATIONS ON THE HILL AS SOON 
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I INVITED THE AMBASSADOR OF PERU TO LUNCH. HE WAS 
SURPRISINGLY OUTGOING AND EFFUSIVE THROUGHOUT THE MEAL 
AND DID HIS BEST TO LEAVE A DISTINCT IMPRESSION THAT 
PERU WANTS TO MOVE TOWARDS A CLOSER RELATIONSHIP WITH 
THE U.S. AND AWAY FROM THE LEFTIST POSITIONS OF SOME OF 
THE GOVERNMENT'S YOUNG ADVISERS. AMBASSADOR ARCE ARGUED 
THAT THE GULF EXPROPRIATION CASE WILL SOON BE SETTLE D , 

AS WILL THE MARCONA CASE. CARL MAW WAS WITH US, AND WE 
ALSO REVIEWED LOS MATTERS, INCLUDING THE TUNA QUESTION 

I MET WITH THE EGYPTIAN HEALTH MINISTER, WHO IS HERE 
HEADING THE EGYPTIAN DELEGATION TO THE JOINT WORKING 
GROUP ON MEDICAL COOPERATION, ONE OF THE MOST EFFECTIVE 
PARTS OF OUR JOINT COMMISSION. HE SEEMED QUITE SATISFIED 
WITH THE MEETINGS HERE AND THE DRAFT AGREEMENT WHICH IS 
TO BE INITIALED. 

HAYDN WILLIAMS CAME IN TO ASK ME TO URGE THE WHITE HOUSE 
TO HAVE THE PRESIDENT BRIEF KEY MEMBERS OF CONGRESS ON 
THE NORTHERN MARIANAS COMMONWEALTH CONVENANT. I TOLD 
WILLIAMS I WILL CALL BRENT SCOWCROFT TO SEE WHERE THIS 
STANDS. BURTON, THE HOUSE SUBCOMMITTEE CHAIRMAN, HAS 
INCLUDED IN THE BILL WITH THE CONVENANT PROVISIONS FOR 
100 PERCENT PAYMENT OF WAR CLAIMS AND EQUAL BENEFITS 
FOR ALL TERRITORIES FROM ALL FEDERAL AGENCIES. A NUMBER 
OF AGENCIES WILL HAVE PROBLEMS WITH THE EQUAL BENEFITS - 
WHICH MAY JEOPARDIZE APPROVAL OF THE COVENANT ITSELF. 

ALSO DURING THE DAY: BRIEFING FOR APPEARANCE ON MONDAY 
BEFORE THE HIRC ON ECONOMIC ASSISTANCE. 

TOMORROW: EPB EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEETING; EAST- WEST 
TRADE POLICY BOARD; WORKING LUNCH FOR THE SUBSECRETARY 
OF THE CHILEAN FOREIGN MINISTRY AND PRESENTATION OF

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AT D/LOS STAFF MEETING, DISCUSSED OUTLINE FOR LOS PORTION

ALTERNATIVES FOR INTERSESSIONAL WORK ON THE DEEP SEABED.

AND STRATEGY WITH RESPECT TO DEEP SEABED. 

ATTENDED BOB INGERSOLL'S LUNCHEON FOR PERUVIAN AMBASSADOR. 

APPEARED BEFORE THE INOUYE SUBCOMMITTEE ON FOREIGN 
OPERATIONS TO OUTLINE REASONS FOR ADMINISTRATION DELAY 
IN SUBMITTING A REVISED FY 1976 SECURITY ASSISTANCE 
FUNDING LEVEL. TOM STERN (PM) AND BILL LEWIS OF MY 
STAFF ACCOMPANIED ME; LT. GENERAL FISH WAS THE DOD 
WITNESS. SENATOR INOUYE POINTED OUT A CONTINUED DELAY 
ON OUR PART RAISES THE RISK THAT THE CONGRESSIONAL 
BUDGET CEILING WILL BE REACHED BY OTHER COMMITTEES; 

IF WE DO NOT SUBMIT OUR PROGRAM BY THE END OF JULY,
